If he is delayed’ the governor will come 
to Chicago, and the executive proclamation 
will be issued from Chicago tomorrow night, 
ani the governor will start for the east 
from Chicago Tuesday morning.

“Tt have no doubt that there will be water.

The governor and the senator can get to- 
gether in the state senate without serious dif- 
ficulty, according to surface signs. It is up 
to Mr. Lorimer to deliver the house of repre- 
sentatives to a Deneen-Lorimer agreement 
on waterways and everything else. This is 
what they are waiting for and that is where 
Mr. Lorimer’s difficulties seem to lie. 

The so-called Shurtieff-Lorimer organiza- 
tion of the house substantially was a Lori- 
mer-Sullivan alliance, and not possible until 
a minority of the Republicans and a major- 
ity of the Democrats in the house had joined 
forces. Since then there has been the fight 
against Lorimer's candidate for congress in 
the Sixth district, Moxley. and there are 
many who believe that the last politica! and 
personal ties between imer and Sullivan 
were dissolved on Novy. 23. 

The governor doesn't want to make an out 
and out alliance with Lorimer which will be 
visible to the naked eye. At present writing 
Lorimer doesn’t seem to be able to deliver the 
Shurtieff house organization to a Deneen- 
Lorimer legislative program, and there you 
are. 


Lorimer Converting Faction. 

Everything waits upon Lorimer and he has 
delayed his departure for Washington unti!

WINCHELL SAYS THE FRISCO 
WILL BE AN INDEPENDENT. 


Denies ‘There Will Be Merger with 
Other Hawley-Yoakum Interests— 
Seeks Outlet to the Gulf. 


The St: Louis and San Francisco railroad, 
imcluding the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
and the Evansville and Terre Haute, a total 
of 6,500 iniles, is to be operated and developed 
as an independent system with headquar- 
ters in both Chicago and St. Louis, and notas 
@ part of a general Hawley-Yoakum merger. 
This is according to statements made by 
B. L. Winchell, new president of the Frisco, 
yesterday. 

“ All talk of a combination in which the 
Frisco is to take a part is foolish,” he said. 
“The Frisco will be operated independently 
and will be developed in accordance with its 
own conditions. The Frisco originates on its 
own lines more tonnage per mile of road than 
any system in the United States. It has al- 
ready acquired the St. Louls, Brownsville and 
Mexico, which extends from Houston to 
Brownsville, Tex., and arrangements wil’ be 
made to obtain trackage rights connecting 
the last named line with the main line of the 
Frisco and forming a gulf connection. 

“ Offices of the Frisco system will be main- 
tained both In St. Louls and Chicago, both 
for Mr. Biddle, vice president, in charge of 
traffic, and myself. The main office of the 
Frisco proper will be in St. Louis. as-at pres- 
ent: but the main office of the Eastern Illi- 
nois will be coniinued-in Ciicago, and I ex- 
pect to spend: a good deal of time here.” 

BE. L.‘ Pollock, vice president in charge 
of purchases of both the Rock Island and 
Frisco before the separation, and who re- 
mained with the Rock Island after the sys- 
tems separated. announced his resignation 
in New York.

MURDERED IN THEIR HOME. | 


Husband in Cleveland, 0., Sought—

From Alexandria in Louisiana. 


Everybody who stopped in on the last day 
at the Alexandria exhibit, presided over by 
M. L. Alexander of Alexandria, La.. and 
Sherman Cook of the Alexandria Progressive 
league, found out that there is ‘ something 
doing " away down south in Louisiana. Mr. 
Alexander gonvinced all visitors that Alex- 
andria is a progressive town of 20,000 popula- 
tion, and that it boasts a hotel of 160 rooms 
which cost $750,000. 

“The best improved land can be had at 
prices ranging from $30 to $75 an acre.” 
said Mr. Alexander, speaking of the advan- 
tages of Louisiana. “* Other land can be had 
at prices ranging upwards from $5 an acre. 
Cotton, rice, and corn are big crops. We 
have two crops of Irish potatoge a year. 

“ Pecan trees are nativé to the soil. Many 
large pecan orchards now are being planted. 
Pecan land cosets from $20 to $25 an acre, and 
the trees to set out cost $1 apiece for three 
year trees. Many of the shade trees in Alex- 
andria are pecan trees. In ten years a pecan 
tree will bear elghty pounds of nuts. The 
trees begin» bearing at five years of age. 
There are about twenty trees to the acre. 
We raise fine paper shell pecans in Louisiana 
and the nuts are worth 40 cents a pound.”’ 

Mr. Alexander was an exhibiter of fine 
white corn grown in the neighborhood of 
Alexandria. . 


Amazed at Idaho’s Showing. 


One of the leading agricultural experts of 
the country, Prof. P. G. Holden of the Iowa 
Agricultural college, attracted by the amaz- 
ing stories told of the productiveness of irri- 
gated lands in southern Idaho, made a per- 
sonal investigation of this area during a visit 
extending over several weeks. As a resuit 
of his investigation Prof. Holden said: 

“Southern Idaho is the ideal place for the

Fifty years ago the Rev. ‘William Béwaris, 
who had been assistant for five years at the 
Church of the Holy Name, was commis- 
sioned by Bishop Dugan to found a new pe-~- 
ish in the northern section of the city. He 
purchased lots 142 feet north of Schiller 
street, fronting on Franklin (now North Park 
avenue) and Willard street. There he erect- 
ed a frame structure. He was succeeded by 
the Rev. Thaddeus J. Butler. 


| In 1862 the Rev. Father Butler became iden- 


tified: with Col.. Mulligan’s regiment, ths 
Twenty-third Illinois volunteer infantry, 
known as ‘“‘ the Irish brigade,” as chaplain. 


Building Destroyed by Fire. 

In 1868 Father Butler returned from the 
war and resumed his pastorate at the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception, remaining in 
charge until 1360. He was succeeded by his 
brother, the Rev. Patrick J. Butler, who died 
Jan. 26, 1901, and the present pastor, the 
Rev. T. P. Hodnett, was appointed to the 
vacancy. / 

The frame church built by the Rev. Thad- 
deus J. Butler was destroyed in the fire of 
1871. with the exception of the basement, 
which was of rubble stone. Removing the 
débris the Rev. Butler had a tar roof placed 
over the walls of the basement, and three 
months after the fire, on Christmas day, high 
mass was celebrated in the improvised 
church. The congregation continued to wor- 
ship there until a new edifice was built in 
the fall of 1874. 

The Rev. Hodnett has expended $50,000 
in improvements. Another school, in addi- 
tion: to the one that had been erected years 
before, was constructed in 1804 at a cost of 
$28,000. Father Hodnett's assistants are J. 
J. O'Meara, J. J. Hurley, and EB. P. Gahagaa.

MORE RESORTS ARE AIDED:

Detectives Make Tour of Bad Lands 
and © Houses Found Violating 
Police tions.

The raiding of resorts tn the west side levee 
district was resumed by Inspector Healy and 
several detectives last night, and early this

Boy’s Testimony Startling. 

The revelations concerning the intimate 
connections of Rosenjack with trusted em- 
ployés of the St. Paul Coal company came 
immediately after the close of a line of teati- 
mony which tended. to switch the original 
responsibility for the mine fire from the 
shoulders of Rosenjack to those of Matt 
Franciseo, a 15 year old boy, who had been 
employed in the mine in violation of the 
child labor law. 

Francieco’s testimony before the coroner 
bore out the fact, stated exclusively by 
Tue TRIBUNE and vigorously denied by dif- 
ferent officials of the mine ,that open. oil 
torches, constantly dripping fame, had been 
in use in the mine for three weeks before the 
fire, and that one of thege torches ignited the 
hay that started the genera! conflagration. 

With this development, Coroner Malm ap- 
pealed to the newspapers to assure Rosenjack 
and Robert Dean that they will be pretected 
against violence if they appear and give 
their testimmony before the joint investigating 
commission. 

‘‘Tell these two men,” said the coroner, 
“that if they will let us know where they 
are we will hold a session in some other town, 
where they may give x4 testimony without 
fear of being harmed.”’ 


Boy’s Story Fixes, Responsibility. 

The statements made under oath by this 
lad, according to Coroner Malm, tended 
strongly to place the legal responsibility for 
the loss of the lives of 310 miners squarely 
at the door of the St. Paul Coal company. 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Pau! mail- 
way company, or whoever is the real owner 
of the Cherry coal mine. 

* We need these witnesses now more than 
ever before,”’ said the coroner. ‘‘ We muse 
have them to support the testimony of the 
Francisco boy, who stated that when he went 
to work in the Cherry mine he was under 
16 years of age, and that he never was given 
ahy proper instructions as to his duties nor 
warned of the dangers to be avoided. He and 
Robert Dean were the boys who actually set 
fire to the bale of hay, and the testimony 
of Francisco_shows that these heedleas boys 
were permitt®d@ to push the car of hay right 
up to an open torch thet was dripping paw: 
ing oil—and leave it there.” 


Boys Pushed Hay Near Torch. 


A portion of the testimony given by young 
Francisco was as follows: 

“Who was it pushed the car with the hay 
on it up to the torch at the time of the fre? ” 
he was asked. 

‘* Bobby Dean and I,” he replied. 

“Did you ever see-any burning oi! drop- 
ping from those torches? "’ 

“ Yes, the torch on the other side from us 
was dripping burning oil.” 

“When you were working down there did 
Rosenjack eyer give you any.orders what’ 
to do?” 

“ No, he did not tell me anything to do, nor 
anybody else that I know of.” 

“You left the car of hay up against the 
torch? ’? 

“ Yes.”

PARIS, Nov. 26.—Por the first time probe- 
Bly in the history of oe features 
Of: a@ living actrese have been perpetuated on 
&® medal struck by a government to reward 
ite sokijers for war services. Mile. Fernande 
Dubois of the Opera Comique has been se- 
lected as the model for the Morocco war 
medal, which will be distributed next month 
to the 65,000 men who took part in the cam- 
paign. The government arranged a competi- 
tion to decide which artist was to be intrusted 
with thie great work. The honor fell to M. 
George Lemaire. He decided to abandon the 
idea of having the old steredtyped classic 
Greek profile that always has been the rep- 
ognized type of purest art, and to substitute 
the profile of a thorough Frenchwoman, a 
Parisienne, and one from the popular quar- 
ter of Montmf&rire 

Mile. Fernande Dubois, a charming young 
actress of the Opera Comique, seemed to be 
the one Frenchwoman who answered all 
these requirements. The artist prevailed off 
her to pose for him. It required only a few 
sittings before the head that is to be em- 
blematic of the French republic wae com- 
pleted. This is a distinction that no other 
woman ever has been given, inasmuch as it 
is an exact likeness in every feature. 

The reverse side of the medal is no less 
interesting. The general view is a\spot near 
the principal seat of the siege, Casablanca, 
which is encircled by the infantry flag placed

The Scotch representative peers are called 
in a different and entirely distinct manner, 
the mode of procedure being as follaws:

within a given number of days of the six- 
teen peers of Scotland, by whom the latter 
is represented in the house of lords at West- 
minster. The election takes place at Holy- 
rood palace, at Edinburgh, the meeting of 
all the peers of Scotland who are of age, 
who are not bankrupt, and who are not 
aliens, being presided over by the lord clerk 
register as the ‘principal judicial dignitary 
of Scotland. At this next election of Holy- 
rood the American born Lord Fairfax, who 
is now a naturalized British citigen, will for 
the first time take part in the voting. 
Names and proxies are handed in and then 
the lord clerk register declares the resuit 
of the election and makes his return to the 
clerk of,the crown at Westminster and 
through him to the clerk of the house of 
lords. The representative peere of Scotland 
are therefore not summoned by writ, as are 
the peers of the sister kingdoms, and, more- 
overt, hold their seat in the house of lords 
merely for the duration and life of the par- 
MNament for which they are elected, differing 
in both these respects from the twenty- 
eight representative peers of Ireland, who 
are elected for life. , 

With regard to the representative peers 
of Ireland they are elected whenever there is 
a vacancy in the following fashion: The 
lord high chancellor of England on receiving 
a certificate from two temporal peers com- 
municating to him the demise of a represen- 
tative peer of Ireland directs a writ, under 
the great seal of the realm, to be issued to 
the lord chancellor of Ireland containing the 
king’s commands for the election of @ new 
representative peer for Ireland. 

There is no meeting of the Irish peers for 
the purpose, as in the ¢ase of the repre- 
sentatives of the peerage of Scotland at 
Holyrood palace. Ireland’s peers, ip re- 
sponse to. the invitation of the lord chan- 
célior of Ireluna, address. their votes, in 
duplicate, by mail to the clerk of the crown 
at Dublin. One of the duplicates is rétained 
by the crown office in Dublin, while the other, 
duly certified; is dispatched to the clerk of 
the house of lords and the election is com-

Few. people outside the judiciary and par- 
llament, even in England, areaware that the 
judges of the high court of justice, who 
are neither ordinary peers nor yet life peers, 
receive a summons by writ to the house of 
lords and occupy seats in the upper chamber 
of the national legislature. They are there 
merely in an advisory capacity, have no 
votes, and take their places on the wool- 
sack, more remote from the throne than 
that occupied by the lord high chancellor.

Predictions as to Result Order of 
the Day, 


FAIR TRADE FIGHT FIZZLE. 


Interest in Tariff Shown by Sale of 
Pamphlet. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—Predictions as to the re- 
sult of the general election are the order of 
the day. In London an immense majority of 
them are that the Unionists will be returned 
with a sweeping majority, but there are some 
small, still voices, rarely heardin a volume of 
sound created by the tariff reformers, which 
uiter a different prcrhecy. 

As a matter of personal opinion, Lord Rose- 
bery's prediction is as interesting as any- 
body's. He believes that the Liberals will be 
returned. but with @ greatly reduced ma- 
jority. This view, so far as the Liberal vic- 
tory is concerned, is the opinion held by sev- 
eral nonpartisan obeervers, but the majority 
of them, while agreeing that Premier As- 
quith’s majority wil] be greatly reduced, con- 
sider that it wil be higher than Rosebery 
puts it. 


Fair Trade Campaign a Fizzle. 


One fact admitted in confidential conversa- 
tion by some Unionists is that the campaign 
for the conservation of * fair trade’ proved 
a figzle. Only a few weeks ago it was opened 
by ex-Premier Balfour with a great gather- 
ing at Manchester Free Trade hall, and for 
a time the London papers waxed. eloquent 
over the progress being made, but little is 
heard of that progress now. 

Tariff reform, on the whole, Is hardly likely 
to prove as stirring a battle cry as the limi- 
tation of the powers of tha house of lords. It 
would be a huge mistake*to say the move- 
ment initiated by Joseph Chamberlain has 
not made great advance, but though the 
protagonist of fair trade told friends who 
visited him in his home in Birmingham this 
week that he is confident the result of the 
‘election will be a victory for the tariff, it is 
questionable whether sufficient ground has 
boen won throughout England as a whole to 
offset the opposition of Ireland, Scotland, and 
Wales.

| FAITH IN CONSTITUTION. 


| Wants More Railroads Built to 


Nevelop Country’s ‘Im- 
mense Resources.

HANKOW, Nov. 15+-Have you ever heard 

of Chen K wei-Lung, the viceroy of Hukwang? 
He is one’of the mighty men of this great 
Chinese empire. He rules.two provinces 
three times as big as the state of New York. 
His subjects are more than those of the kaiser 
of Germany and his power is greater than 
that of the czar. By raising his hand hecan 
throw a man into prison, and with a wink of 
his eye can slice off a head. — 

The vice royalty of Hukwang les about 
600 miles inland from the Pacific. It ts cut 
by the Yangtse-Kiang, and it includes the 
two provinces of Hupeh and Hunan. Hupeh 
is bigger than Missouri and its population is 
over 35,000.000, It i#arich country, is famous 
for its manufactures and for ite cotton and 
tice fields. Hunan is over twice the size of 
Ohio, and its population te 22,000,000. It has 


} tea fields and forests and Is so rich In coal and 


fron that it promise to bé one of the great 
manufacturing regions of China. 
The Hukwang provinces have many large 


cities. Hupeh has welled towns at every few 


miles, and here at Hankow there are three 
municipalities which have a combfned popu- 
lation ae great as that of Berlin. These are 
Hankow, Wuchang, and Han Yeng. Wu- 
chang lies on the opposite bank of the Yangtse 
from where I am writing. It is the official 
capital, where the viceroy lives in a great 
yamen, or palace, with mamy officials. 


Going to Okll on Viceroy. 

It was through a letter from James Wil- 
son, our secretary of agriculture, whose fame 
has gone all over the world, that I was able 
to meet this distinguished Chinese and to se- 
cure from him a letter of good will to the 
people of the United States. My audience 
was arranged by our consul at Hankow, 
Mr. William H. Martin. 

It was in a steam launch that we crossed 
the Yangtse-Kiang, and landed under the 
walls of Wuchang. Our way fortwo or three 
miles was up the mighty river, past the bust- 
ness houses of the foreign settlements of 
Hankow. We took ship in the Japanese con- 
cession, and steamed by the German quarter 
with its fine banks and the branch office of 
the North German Lioyd and the Hamburg- 
American, 

We next passed the Immense brick tea fac- 
tory owned by the Russians, and then went 
on beyond the great exporting houses of the 
Americans, French, and British. After that 
we skirted the native city of Hankow, which 
is bigger than Boston, seeing the people look- 
ing like gigantic blue ants as they climbed 
up the steps from the river to the streets 
which line the bluff. 

During this voyage our captain steered us 
through shipping such as can be seen no- 
where outside of China. There were ocean 
liners which had come up the Yangtee-Kiang 
for tea; Chinese, Japanse, British, and 
French river steamers, and hundreds of great 
Chinese junks, with smaller craft of all sizes. 
As we passed the Han river, which flows 
into the Yangtse between Hankow and Han 
Yang, we sooxed up through a long thicket 
of masts of such craft at anchor, enabling 
us to believe the statement that China has 
more boats than ah the rest of the world put 
together. 


Immense Steel Works. 

On the opposite side of the Han we could 
see the immense steel works of the viceroy 
and the smokestacks of his arsenals. These 
were in the city of Han Yang, whose houses 
cover the north bank of the Yangtse as far 
as the eye can reach, It was at this point 
that we crossed over to the walled city of 
Wuchang on the opposite side of the Yangtse. 
The city stands high over the river, and we 
Came to anchor at one of the granite stair- 
ways which lead up to the bund. 

The viceroy had fixed the hour of our com- 
ing, and had sent two of his carriage? to bring 
us to the palace, One would have sufficed 
for the consul and myself, for neither is fat: 
but it Was more courteous to send two, and 
sotwowehad. Each carriage had its liveried 
coachman and footman, and each was pre- 
ceded by two officials on horseback, who wore 
crystal buttons as big around as a walnut 
om the top of their caps, and carried long 
whipe cto clear the common people out of the 
way. Our carriages were of the kind which 
the anti-foreign Chinese cali “ devil carts.’’ 
They were rubber tired coupés Imported from 
Europe. They were upholstered in fine Rus- 
sia leather and equipped with little mirrors 
that the passengers may primp themselves 
as they go. i 

Our way to the palace was through the 
busiest parts of the city, and we saw every- 
where the signs of China's awakening. The 
streets had been widened. In most places 
they were clean and well drained, and I saw 
stone guttere along the sides of the chief 
business avenues. Uniformed policemen 
with clubs stood at every corner to handle 
the crowd, and every now and then we passed 
soldiers. 


Talk with the Viceroy. 


My talk with the viceroy was carried on 
through an interpreter, a Chinese who speaks 
English as well as I do. It lasted an hour, 
and as we sat thus touching elbows I had 
a chance to study the viceroy. 

Chen Kwel-Lung is the personification of 
the typical well fed Chinese official, Heisa 
fine looking man of medium height, weighing, 
I judge, about 200 pounds. He stands Straight 
and walks with a swing of the arms, remind- 
ing one of the nobles of Corea. He Had on 
today a long black silk gown with lining of 
the whitest of lambskin. Below this showed 
black velvet boots, and above it rose his big 
head, crowned with a black hat whose brim 
wae turned up all around, and whose crown 
was ornamented by a long peacock feather 
fastened there by a button. The feather ex. * 
tended out for eighteen inches back of the 
hat, and it bobbed up and down as he shook 
his head while he talked. Out of the back of 
the hat hung a long queve of an oily black 
hue. 

_ The viceroy opened the interview by asking 
me the usual questions.as to how long I had 
been in China and whither I was going. He 
spoke kindly of the United States, and in 
referring to our return of the Boxer indem- 
nity said that his people from one end of the. 
country to the other felt grateful to us, and 
that they were gied to be able to send so many 
students to be educated in the American 
schools. 


Tells of New Constitution. 


I asked as to the new constitution. His 
excellency replied: 

“ There is no doubt that China will have a 
constitutional government. Our.plans for it 
are well established, and thé preparations 
aré now going on. It is a great task to re- 
organize a government like ours. We have 
been moving along our present life for over 
@ thousand years, and we have to int ce 
our new administrative methods step by 
step.

Believes Output Estimate Low. 


Baron von Wachendorf considers the gov- 
ernment estimate of 600,000 carate as next 
year’s production as being low, remarking 
that it would be nearer double that. 

This provoked a question as to the world’s 
absorptive powers regarding diamonds in 
view of the vast quantities mined by the De 
Beers and Premier interests. On this Baron 
von Wachendorf suggested an arrangement 
amoung the principal South African pro- 
ducers to maintain a set price into which, as 
German Southwest Africa promises to be- 
come a formidable rival, it would gladly 
enter. 

‘It would be deplorable should an indus- 
trial fight take place, especially when the 
soundest politicians of England and Ger- 
many are endeavoring to foster harmonious 
relations between the two countries,”’ said 
the baron. ‘‘ Hitherto the high water mark 
of production was about 5,000,000 carats in 
1907. Thids with a 20 per cent augmentation 
from German Southwest Africa will createa 
glut of gems which would naturally react on 
the price. However, if a united policy be- 
tween England and Germany could be set- 
tled upon in regard to the native problem 
and the question of railway development, all 
Southwest Africa would reap a benefit.” 


Sees Benefits in a Combine. 


German companies already have arranged 
a combine among themselves, which Baron 
von Wachendorf said is a step in the sight 
direction. 

“Tt will permit a con tration of opera- 
tions and tend in the direction of economy 
and enable a concerted action to be taken in 
the search for payable diamond pipes and 
diamondiferous bine ground which geologists 
assert must exist in the country,’’ he said. 


already found, the baron sald many theories 
have been advanced, the most likely one 
being that the diamondiferous deposits were 
ejected from volcanic islands, now sub- 
merged, just off the coast. 

The diamonds are found fn a gtavel forma- 
tion, being fairly evenly distributed through- 
out for @ great distance along the coast and 
many miles of the Inland, thus covering a 
vast area. In many places the deposit has 
been proved to be of a considerable depth, 
with the average results holding good.

The men who 
own the roads. and those who work for 
them ought to have reached that stage 
of intelligence and humanity where it is 
possible for them to settle a question of 
wages without resorting to a pitched bat- 
tle called a strike. 

The cloud which -has suddenly overcast 
the holiday season would disappear if 
railway officials and the chiefs of rail- 
way unions were to say authoritatively 
that they are determined that under no 
circumstances shall there be a strike. 


INDIA’S NEW GOVERNMENT. 

The present day accepted idea of giv- 
ing to peoples untrained in governing 
themselves gradually increasing power as 
they prove worthy of it is again illus- 
trated by the new scheme of administra- 
tion now in force in India. It is the re- 
sult of three years of close study by the 
India office in London and the British 
awthorities in India. As it is examined 
wy those competent to judge of its merits, 
the conclusion is that it has given the 
people of the country all the power they 
should have at present. If anything, it 
concedes too much rather than too little. 
That it is a notable advance movement in 
the history of the country ail except the 
/irreconcilables recognize. 

A special gazette of 450 pages was re- 
quired to set forth the details of the plan. 


1 The imperial council of twenty members 


has been made three times as large. The 
representation of the natives has been so 
increased that the official majority is re- 
a foe to three. Under the former régime 
the native members, making half the vice- 
roy’s council, were given the privilege 
ot “making the laws and regulations,” 
but, in practical working; this amounted 
only to the ratifying of acts:already de- 
termined upon by the dominant British 
official contingente The admission of na- 
tives into a larger participation in the 
affairs of the imperial council is the cen* 
tral feature, of the new pian.

The new government is not democratic. 
A democratic government in India would 
mean anarchy. There must be the strong 
control of centralized authority. So the 
government reserves the right’ co declare 
ineligible to the council any person whose 
election would be contrary to the public 
interest, this rule being applicable both 
to the imperial council ana to those of 
the provinces. It is a curious idea which 
makes representation based not upon ter- 
ritorial districts but upon classes, care 
‘having. been taken to satisfy Moham- 
medan, Brahmin, Sikh, Parsee, and

THE GUANTANAMO NAVAL STATION 

The secretary of the navy..calis the at- 
tention of congress to the “extreme de- 
sirability”’ of developing the naval sta- 
tien partly established at Guantanamo, 
Cuba. The need of such.a station for the 
gulf of Mexico and the Caribbean sea is 
manifest. The need will be imperative 
after the Panama canal shall have been 
opened to traflic and national responsibil-

The controversy as to whether the sta- 
tion should be at Key West or Guant& 
namo was definitely settled a few weeks 
ago by the hurricane, which showed the 
utter unfitness of the former. Guantana- 
mo has a superb harber, safe in the worst 
weather. The government has neglected 
Pearl harbor, in the Hawaiian islands, 
for many years, and is only now begia- 
ning to- make it a great naval basa, 
There should be no such dilatoriness in 
the case of the Cuban harbor. 

The secretary also urges thé completion 
of the big dry dock at the Brooklyn navy 
and recommends the construct'on 
of another on the Atlantic coast. * This 
is something which should not be neg- 
lected. It is childish to keep on building 
great. battleships and yet fail to provide 
facilities for docking them, as if it were 
impossible for more than one of them at 
a time to be in urgent need of repairs. 
A dry dock is not so|}impressive as a bat- 
tleship, but a battleship which did not 
have one to go to occasionally would soon 
reach the end of its usefulness.

The prince was condemned to pay | alimony to his 
wife t6 the tune of $1,200 a year. “As/he neglected to 
comply with the order his mother furnished the funds 
in his stead. But after her death in 1901 all payments 
stopped and the legal proceedings brought by his 
American wife against him were unavailing, owing to 
the fact that he possessed no property that could be 
attached. For his mother, aware of his financial. dim- 
culties, had, at his solicitation, bequeathed all of his 
share in her fortune to his two children, especially to 
the daughter married to William Freeman, on the under- 
standing that they would provide for their fathers wel- 
fare. 

Prince Louis’ younger brother, Prince Philip 6f Bour- 
bon, with whom he was never on good terms, endeav- 
ored to upset their mother’s will and to secure an an- 
nulment’ of the bequests to his nephew and niece on ths 
ground that his brother Louis’ marriage in New York 
was at the best a morganatic union and had been con- 
tracted without that consent of his parents which, unttl 
the other day, was requisite in France in orde¢.tqo make 
a matrimonial alliance valid. The French courts, how- 
ever, decided there were no such things as morganatic 
unions in France, that a marriage is either a full fledged 
matrimonial alliance, or else nothing at all, while as for 
(the contention that the union did not haye the consent 
of the parents of Prince Louis, the fact that his mother 
had bequeathed the larger share of her fortune to his 
children by this marriage constituted convincing evi- 
dence that it enjoyed her approval. 

Prince Louis lived with his daughter and son-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. William Freeman, at Nice, and it is at 
their home that his death has taken place. As he was 
accompanied everywhere by William Freeman, who dur-

One of them became 
the wife of the prince de Lucinge-Faticigny, while the 
other married the baron de Charrette, father of the gen- 
eral of that name, and grandfather of the husband of 
Miss Susan Henning of New York. ane 

George died onlyia few years ago, without issue, at 
Mantes. But his elder brother, John Freeman, after 
serving in the English navy as an officer, married at 
Berne tn the presence of the British envoy accredited to 
the Swiss republic, a Mile. de Blonay, sister of Baron W. 
de Blonay, who was chief’of one of the most ancient 
and illystrious families of the Swiss canton de Vaud.

The castle of Blonay, about three miles from Mon- 
treux, on the slope of the mountains that surround the 
lake of Geneva, is famillar to most American tourists 
and is picturesque. The Blonays are imbued with much 
family pride and would not permit the marriage of any 
daughter of their house with John Freeman until they 
had satisfied themselves In the most positive manner 
that he was, at any rate according to English law, a 
legitimate son of the duke de Berry and of Amy Brown, 
born in lawful and ecclesiastical wedlock. 

He died in 1866 at Zurich, leaving six children, three 
of whom now survive. The eldest, John, married to 
Mile. de Szamere, makes his home in Italy. The s@g- 
ond, Marie, married Count Louis Eichtal. The third, 
William, married the daughter of Prince Louis of Bour- 
bon, who has just died. The fourth and fifth sons died 
in India and Australia, respectively, and the sixth, mar- 
ried to a Miss Adams, lives in England. So much for 
the Freemans.

four-fifths of the books whereby they earn their living are unworthy of 
study and ought to be discouraged. Ifa cabinet minister has an off 
session speech to make about nothing in particular he frequently thinks 
it proper to talk patronizing and platitudinous commonplace about’ 
“light literature.” 

The other day a bishop, who confessed that he read few novels, 
gave an address to the glory of Dickens (all praise to him) at the ex- 
pense of his followers, his imitators, and his passionate worshipers, 
saying that, unlike living novelists, the novelists of the mid-Victorian 
era never wrote novels to promulgate political, social, or religious 
prin¢giples. Think of it! 
Charles Kingsley, Charlotte Bronté, George Eliot, Wilkie Collins, and, 
above all, Dickens! 
~ Such is the egregious and palpable blundering of the superior people 
who think it seemly, not to say fair, to nold up fiction, especially the 
fiction of contemporary writers, to ridicule and contempt. If you want 
to’ hear the most foolish, and at the same time the most offensive as 
‘well as the most wickedly injurious and unconscientions chatter about 
novels, catch a coroner, or better still, a bishop, or best of all, a judge, 
especially if he is a comic judge, and half the newspaper press will re- 
port his fatuous folly’ to the full without a thought of the cruel injury 
they are thereby doing to the credit,’and therefore to the livelihood, 
of large numbers of hard working men and women. 

I vhave spent three years in writing the book which has recently 


or menta! defect he fails is obtain a norma! conception of his rela- 
tionship to other people and te the lower forms of creation, he can 
justly be styled a case of arrested development. 

But just as there are people who fall behind the normal man in 
humanitarian conceptions of their duty toward others, so are there 
those who form the vanguard of altruism and are constantly hunting 
new avenues for their philanthropic impulses, Occasionally such peo- 
ple are called sentimental, hypersensitive, and even visionary by those 
conservatives who will not venture to hunt for anything except along 
the beaten paths of travel. But, happily, the world moves onward. 
and every great cause has for its pioneers men and women who are 
pushing the frontier of truth and justice farther and farther ahead 
into the domain of darkness, ignorance, and oppression. These people 
are the hunters, pathfinders, and inventors that the masses of the 
people are content to follow and whom they later worship and admire. 
Such men were Christ, Galileo, Columbus, Richard Wagner, William 
Lloyd Garrison, and Henry Bergh. What courageous hunters they 
were and how the world has profited. by their noble explorations! 

A symmetrically deveioped man or woman, however, it is difficult 
to find, as most of us are specialists in one or several fields of en- 
deavore A man may recognize his relationship and obligations in -a 
certain direction and yet be entirely oblivious to his duties in another 
direction. When we stop-to consider, for instance, that the chief ex- 
ecutive of a great country and a valiant hunter for truth and justice 
can have such a lopsided development as to engage in a hunting cam- 


help it. We were born that way. “We don’t really mean anything 
by it.

It is alleged, to be sure, that there are some perfect persons who 
never say behind a mat’s back what they wouldn’t say before his 
face. I say alleged, because I must confess that, in a somewhat wide 
experience of life, I have never had the fortune.to meet these persona, 
And I am driven to the conclusion that, if they\ exist at all, they are 
as rare among us as white blackbirds. 

My experience of life has shown me that human beings find it the 
finest and most stimulating fun going to laugh at the failings and 
oddities of others behind their backs. In fact, I would go so far as 
to assert that this trait in our common humanity is the root and 
foundation of our social life. In the good old prehistoric days men 
laid down their flint clubs and indulged in humorons comment con- 
eerning the way some acquaintance escaped from, or was gulped 1p 
by, the sporty animals with the long names. And they found this 
comment upon the fortunes or misfortunes of others so delignttu) that 
they made a habit of it, and thereby laid the foundations of sociul 
intercourse as we know it now.

Inspection at Rush Speed. 

As each new frain puffs into the yard it ts 
run first into-that division set apart for the 
kind.of freight it carries—west bound, for in- 
stance. Its engine goes snorting away tothe 
roundhouse for a cleaning up, Ite caboose, 
with the crew aboard, is pulled off to the 
caboose tracks, where it lies. until the yard- 
master j# ready to tack it on béhind a newly 
made uj trein bound back east. Meanwhile 
the inspectors are busy Woking after the con- 
cition of the loaded cars. Is their running 
gear in good shape? Is there anything to 
prevent their being sent on towards their 
destination? Here's a car of “ L-C-L, "—leas 
than carload lot—freight, with a wheel in bad 
condition. . it is cut out instantly and sent 
hurrying down to the transfer house to be 
unloaded. 

The inspection must be over in fifteen min- 
utes—-fifteen minutes in the middie of the 
bight, w:th a howling blizzard blowing. When 
a new train backs into the yard every six 
minutes there is need for haste. A switch 
engine couples on to the cars thai have 
passed, and away they go dawn to ime end 
of the yard and up on the “hump.” The 
“hump” is a high grade, a sort of artificial 
hill, with a gentle incline leading up to it. 
Allb-the tracks which spread out like a fan on 
the floor of the level yard below run toe point 
at the “ hump.”

To the casual layman.a great freight yard 
at night is a chaos.of noise, light, steam, and 
confusion. To him the stage is set for some 
weird, gigantic transformation scene To 
the freight man it is the perfection of order— 
of orderly motion. To watch Mike and Tom 
and Johnny play checkers with 3,000 thircy 
ton freight cars is better than a play.

“New Deal’ for the L: C. L. 


‘at the other end of the’yard the east 
bound freight is being handied and made up 
into new trains. The freight crews that 
Have brought in trains from the east are 
sent over here to start on their journeys back 
home. The yardmaster has to shift ang 
shuffie the crews as well as the loaded cars, 
And that isn’t all, nor the hardest part of his 
work, as an outsider sees it. 

Perhaps 300 or 400 cars of L. C, L. freight, 
west bound, have come in during the day 
from the east. In a single car there will be 
boxes and beles for points in Wisconsin, Ar-+ 
kansas, Iowa, and North Dakota. There, 


\ may be forty, Ofty, a hundred packages in 


éach car. Now the process of sorting and 
distribution must be done again and in a 
vastly more complicated and difficult way. 

Down in one corner of the freight yard 
stands the transfer house. Here all the cars 
containing L. C. L. freight are switched, 
their seals broken and their contents re- 
moved. The interior of the transfer house 
is a vast s eroom. It is divided into a 
great mum ef imaginary compartments, 
each known-by @ number. And on the track 


each of these a stands an 
pF treight car. No. 82 will be tnebevod 
Wis, forty-nine will be Fort Smith, Ark., and

car of its own. As the west bound fréight 
cars from the east are unloaded at the trans- 
fer house the freight checker. who carries 
all the names and the numbers which corre- 
spond to them in his head, reads the address 
on each piece and calls off the proper number. 
Instantly the freight handlers get their 
trucks under li and wheel it away to the wait- 
ing car, 

So all day and ail night long, In the busy 
season, while the carload freight outaide is 
being .sorted and switched, the package 
freight is béing put together inside the trane- 
fer house. And when the L. C. L. cars are 
filled they, too, must be coupled on to the 
right traing @nd started off again on their 
journeys. Mere passenger men’ deal with 
human beings who usually know where they 
want to go. and are themselves held respon- 
sible for getting on the right traing and get- 
ting off at the right stations. The freight 
man handles enormous masses of inanimate 
matter, split up inte innumerable packages, 
and it is ‘up.to him to-see that no mistakes 
are made. No wonder he looks down on thd 
passenger end of ths game as mere child's 
play.

Job Price of Poor Shuffle. 

The yardmaster must sée to it that freight 
cars from other roads are promptly started 
back home. If he should fill a Pennsylvania 
freight car, for ‘irstance, with package 
freight bound for Oklahoma, the car tracer 
for the Pennaylvania road would see that aA 
nice sum for rent was charged up against 
the road the yardmaster worked for. And if 
that sort of thing happened often the yard- 
master would lose his job. Care, freight, 
and crews—all must be shuffled correctly and 
as fast as a man can think. 

Hven with the carload lot freight the thing 
is not a& simple as it may seem. All the 
tricks in the freight game are not known to 
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dred. But if the base and deceitful shipping 
clerk, entirely without the knowledge of his 
unsugpecting employers, bills it to the bratich 
house at Seattle as a car at the 10 cent rate, 
who is to see that the railroad is not de 
frauded? e 
That is the duty of the traveling freight In- 
spector, who, if he finds a cage of the kind 
described, has it in his power not only to 
enforce the collection of the higher rate, but 
to report the offending corporation for pus- 
ishment by the lew.. Cases of this sort of 
quite involuntary rebating on the part of rall- 
road companies are by no means uncommon.

| Real German Christmas Cakes 
with Recipes for Making Them. 


By EMILY RIESENBERG. 


quarters of a pound of pastry flour, three- 
quarters of a pound of powdered sugar, one 
teaspoonful of fine anise seed. 

To make theese little cakes successfully have 
fiour and sugar weighed accurately, then sift 
flour three times, sift sugar once, then add to 
unbeaten eggs, and beat steadily for one-half 
hour (this is important, as the success 
depends on the thorough beating). Now add 
the flour and blend well; have ready a waxed 
sheet on which the anise seed has been 
sprinkled; now take a teaspoon and a cupful 
of cold water, dip the spoon into the water, 
then take tp a rounded spoonfu! of the mix- 
ture and drop onto the tin about two inches 
apart, making the rounds as éven as possible. 
Let them stand over night (about twelve 
hours), then bake in a slow oven. 
paking these cakes raise much, having the 
appearance of being frosted, and must be 
baked a light yellow; if the edges look too 
uneven at bottom you can trim them with a 
pair of shears as soon as you take each 
one up. 

BROWN LEBKUCHEN.—One and one- 
half cupfuls of rich golden drip sirup, one- 
-half cupful of good molasses, one-half cupful 
of lard, one-half cupful' of sour milk, one 
teaspoonful of soda, Gne-half teaspoonful 
each of ground cinnamon, allspice, and 
cloves, one-half teaspoonful of crushed anise 
seed, and one-quarter cupful of chopped ai- 
monds, four cupfuls of bread (epring wheat) 
flour. 

Heat sirup and molasses with lard until al’

On dne side was the same inscription regard- 
ing himself that was on the first monument, while on 
the other side was: 

DRECTED BY LEWIS ENAPP,: 
An utrwavering adherent to science, philosophy, 
and sound iogic; discarding ail ancient and 
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engrave such Dlasphemous worls. Knapp went to New 
York with his orders... There one of the workmen 
while working upon one of the famous inscriptions fell 
dead from heart disease, and the superstitious pointed 
out the fact as an example of the doom likely to befall 
all others who had aught to do with the monument’s 
manufacture. That particular monument never was 
completed, but in ite unfinished form it was sent to 
Kenosha and erected beside the others.

The monument to-the brother, Charles Knapp, dears 
one of the longest inscriptions of all. There are over 
1,600 words of it, and it consists in the main of an

It is something alto- 
gether new for Chicago, for never before have 
such prominent private citizens as David R. 
Forgan and A. C. Bartlett given their time 
and services to an effort to make a “ business 
administration ” a business administration in 
fact as well as repute. 

These citizens, all of whom have had direct 
experience in municipal management, or are 
experts in some line connected with the in- 
quiry, assemBle each day on the sedond floor 
of the city hall to hear such evidence as May 
have been outlined by its steering committee 
of experts. The millionaire banker, the mil- 
lionaire hardware merchant, the well*known 
former alderman, two active aldermen, the 
city controller, and the rest, all men upon 
whose time there is a constant high priced 
demand, range themselves behind the chair- 
man's table and work harder than they do In 
their own offices.

Thirty-seven years ago fourteen 

women, led by Susan B. Anthony, were ar- 

rested in New York state for voting at the 
Presidential election. 


Today the most promirent women in New 


York are giving pink teas and free lectures 


to forward the cause of woman's suffrage. 

Voting by women is not a modern idea. In 
ancient Rome under the republic women 
voted at their homes. For sixty-two years 
there have been suffragettes in America, 
under the name, of course, of anti-slavery 
leaders, woman’s rights advocates, and tem- 
perance workers.

“The last I heard about the airship, or

All along, however, he’s been 
intending to have an airship, and if he’s 
bought one that won't aviate, he’s not likely 
to stop with a first purchase. 
| “As to Oak Park, I don’t know how the

about so hard. But if father does start out 
aviating in an airship that has a whistle or a 
gong on it, he’s likely te have the ‘town

quiet Sunday afternoon. Certainly he’ need 
"to look out for the church spires.”’ 

The new.machiné, a photograph of which is 
siown on this page, is a small and compact 
biplane, with a four cylinder gasoline motor 
cycle engine of tw¥aty-five horsepower. The 
Weight ofthe engine is less than 100 pounds, 
and the whole machine weighs lees than 400 
pounds. It can be disassembled in an hour or 
two, and is “ guaranteed to fiy’’ by the 
‘Makers. 

At present the aeroplane {fs more of a 
luxury than the automobile, the quoted price 
being $7.500 for the four cylinder and $8,000 

‘for the eight cylinder. The latter is called 
a “reting machine.’ 
‘Otto Brodie of Chicago, who is. the pioneer 
of what will doubtless be a new profession, 


has been in Hammonasport, N. X., learning 
from Mr. Curtiss how to run the machine. 
He returned home Friday and is now ready 
to demonstrate how easy it is to learn to fly. 

This is not Mr. Brodie’s first attempt at 
soering above the earth. A few years ago 
he was an aeronaut making balloon ascen- 
sions and parachute leaps. In making an 
ascension some years ago he reached an alti- 
tude of about 5,000 feet and cut loose his 
parachute. The parachute did not open and 
while falling he began to investigate the 
trouble, finding that the rope was so tangled 
that the frame could not open. He held the 
cross bar with one hand, reached up with the 
other, untangled the rope, and the parachute 


opened when within four hundred feet of the . 


ground. He made a pretty landing safely. 

Another time the gas bag of his balloon 
was ruptured and he began to descend rap- 
idly, expecting a serious accident; but he 
passed over a large tree, jumped into its 
branches aad reathed the ground unhurt be- 
yond a few slight bruises. 


Accidents Land the Job. 


Mr. Brodle says it was such accidents as 
this that got him his present job. “I heard 
the Herring-Curtiss aeroplane was coming 
here,”” he said, “‘and determined to be the 
first regularly employed driver of one in Chi- 
cago. You see I believe the flying machine 
is soon to come into popular use and I want 
to be in at the start. Mr. Plew told me he 
could not pay me as muchas I was making as 
driver of the city ambulance, but my wife and 
I thought the chance for future increases was 
sufficient to work for less at present. 

*“‘ Then besides that, when a.man once has 
flown through the air as I had in a balloon 


he always watches for a chance to return-+o 


the upper strata of the air. The call of bat- 
tle to a soldier is nothing compared to the 
call of the air to an aeronaut. Mr. Plew said 
he thought a man who wanted to fly after 
such accidents as I had certainly ought to 
make a good air chauffeur and hired me ata 
small salary, which I. expect to be raised 
in proportion to the popularizing of the aero- 

plane.”’ 

Rising in and falling from balloons is not 
the most romantic part of Mr. Brodie’s ad- 
venturous career. While driving the city am- 
bulance to take a child stricken with scarlet 
fever toa hospital he became acquainted with 
a trained nurse. Her beauty appealed to him 
agd his thoughtful driving and gentle aid in 
caring for the child appealed to her. Cupid 
appealed to both of them, and the minister 
decided the case in a matrimonial session. 


Lessons Under Trying Conditions. 


Brodie learned to operate the flying ma- 
chine under the most adverse circumstances. 
The plot of ground where he practiced at 
Hammondsport was humpy and muddy and 
circumscribed by a vineyard. It was gen- 
erally easy to rise, but hard to alight prop- 
erly. The nature of the grouad forced him to 
land within ten feet of the spot selected for 
landing or subject the machine to danger 
and the driver to injury. Mr. Curtiss. an 
old hand-at-aviation, was able-to do well. but 
he expected Brodie to have great difficulty. 
He was surprised, therefore, when Brodie 
proved such an apt pupil, and after thirty- 
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Or7ro Bropiz, CHICAGO'S Pease Meare 


eight triad flights the teacher was able to 
recommend to Mr. Plew that Brodie take the 
aeroplane to Chicago and begin flights where 
there is more-room and better wind and at- 
mospheric conditions. 

It must make a man’s chest sheasurement 
increase just a little to have the'winner of the 
world’s championship in airship racing say 
you are competent to take his pet mechine 
away off from home and run ft alone. It 
does not affect Brodie, however, and he Is as 
modest as if he never had done anything 
worth while. - 


“ Preparatory to learning to fiy, Mr. Cur- 
tiss, assiéted occasionally by Capt Raldwin, 
had me make short runs on the ground,” says 
Brodie. “ The first day I few was Nov. 24. I 
made just four short flights with the wind 
going eight miles an'hour. I went with the 
wind and Curtiss against it. My first trip I 
started slowly and just ran slowly over the 
ground. The bumps were fierce. I nearly fell 
off my geat and the machine was a bit slow in 
answering its rudder. The next thine Curtiss 


told me to give it a little more apeed, and I 


did. This time the craft answered ihe rudder

fine and I did little bumping. The next time 
Curtiss told mé to‘ open up,’ and I did. 

“With full speed on and that eight mile 
wind in my baek I went some, As Curtiss did 
not want me to leave the ground far, I came 
down at once. When .Curtiss came up to 
where I landed, he said I went up.the field 
pretty fast and said I had done remarkably 
well. He seemed well pleased. -Between the 
stops and at ali different speeds I did-not 
vary ten feet in landing places. Capt. Bald- 
win told me hater that he thought, if Curtiss 
had let me out, I would have made some 
good flights. But I think Curtiss was right— 
it's tter to take things slow and feel your 
way.” 

Brodie made six short flights the next. day 
and had not the slightest accident. Thenext 
time he went up he had a@ narrow escape. 

“The last day of our trials in Hammonds- 
port,”” says Brodie, “the ground was hub 
deep in mud-and it todk ana awful long run 
in order to get speed enough to rise. Curtiss 
said this was good practice. He would not let 


me practice turning in the valley at Ham- 


mondsport because the wind was too puffy 
and advised me to try that in Chicago, where 
I would have more room. I found the wind 
there extremely tregcherous and nearly had 
some bad spills. I wéuld go up and just as I 
left the ground the wind would strike meand 
I would have to work mighty fast to save the 
machine and myself. Several times ft nearly 
landed sideways on me. 


Luck Again Plays Favorite. 


“At one time the wind struck me just as I 
was leaving the ground and lifted the left 
side up. The skid on the right side struck the 
ground. This time I should have used the 
side tips, but as it was my first experience I 
did not. Mr. Curtiss thought I'd smash up, 
but I straightened up with the rudder, al- 
though I did not fly. 

“Another exciting near-accident wag on the 
muddy field the same day. The wheels threw 
mud into the works of the machine, making 
it impossible to close the foot throttle. Then 
a puff of wind struck me and I started to 
tip sideways. I tried to stop my en- 
gine to glide downw, but fit would not work 
and the throttle would not choke down, 
so I struck the ground ‘under full power with 
a fence ten yards away in front and the 
machine tilting. 

“T struck on my left wheel and leaned 
heavily to the righé side to get that side 
down. Lalso had to work the hand switch un- 
der the seat to shut off, and by the time I 
did that I had formed a Half circle and was 
about ready’ to tip, but luck was with me 
and. the machine did not get a scratch. I 
made quite a few flights after this, all short 
and straight; but the ground waa in such 
shape that I decided to ship the machine to 
Chicago and begin long flight practice. Mr.
